ALDERMEN. 

Proctor For Library Trustee 

At the regular meeting of the al¬ 
dermen held Monday evening, the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Thomas W. Troctor 
of Chestnut Hill as a trustee of the 
Newton Free Library to fill the va¬ 
cancy caused by the dentil of Mr. 
A. Lawrence Edmnnds, was promptly 
confirmed, the rule requiring such 
nominal Ions to lie over one meeting 
being suspended on motion of Aider- 
man Doherty. 

President Weston was In the chair 
and Aldermen Avery. Burr, Day, Doh¬ 
erty, Gray. Jones. Lyons, Miller, 
Moore, Palmer, Stone. White and Wil¬ 
liamson were also present. 

The Telephone Company had a field 
day on Its petitions for various pole 
locations. The Company was repre¬ 
sented by Mr. H. S. Allen, who said 
that the locations on Richardson 
street were to maintain the present 
service to subscribers on the north 
side of the street, ns the present 
methods or reaching Ihem must be 
abandoned. Vigorous protests were 
made by Mr. Edwin 0. Childs for him¬ 
self and ndjolning estates and by Dr. 
E. R. Utley. On Mill street, Mr. Allen 
stated thRt a former order granting 
the work had lapsed under a time lim¬ 
it, and the Company now wished to 
press the work. There was no opposi¬ 
tion. On Eddy street, Mr. Allen said 
that the rapid growth of the neigh¬ 
borhood had called for extensions by 
the Company and that the only way 
to reach the district was by poles 
thru this street. Protests were made 
by Mr. S. B. Proctor and Mr. F. P. 
Sanderson. On Duncklee street, Mr. 
Allen said that the Company had ex¬ 
hausted every possible means of 
reaching a new subscriber, and bad 
come to poles ns the last resort. Mr. 
C. S. Lultweller said that the whole 
trouble In this case was the refusal 
of the landlady of the party wishing 
service, to. allow wires to be attached 
to trees, as the other residents had 
done. He protested against any poles 
in the street. 'Mr. James M. Beck 
protested against the poles as well as 
the "mere contrariness" of the land¬ 
lady and Mr. James A. Darling also 
remonstrated. 

No one appeared at hearings on 
poles on Warren 9treet. Homer street, 
or for attachments on Emerson street, 
Fairfax street, Temple and Fuller 
streets. Petitions of the Edison Co. 
for poles on Melrose street, Hillside 
avenue and for underground conduits 
In Walnut. Crafts and Waltham 
streets were also unopposed. 

At the hearing on the request of 
the Forest Commissioner to remove 
53 dead or dangerous trees, Mr. Buck- 
nam stated that he had used the ut¬ 
most care In selecting these streets, 
which he considered a menace to the 
public and had personally received 
the permission of the abuttors for 
such removal. An order authorizing 
their removal was subsequently 
adopted. 

Alderman Stone was delegated to 
draw five jurors for the Superior 
Court at Cambridge and drew the 
names of Arthur St. C. Hilton of Hart¬ 
ford street, Clifford R. Eddy, Cherry 
street, S. W. Wilder, Homer street, 
Edgar T. Harper, Henshaw street and 
Wm. P. Kerr, Lake avenue. 

On the mayor’s approval, requests 
of the Police and Moth departments 
for transfers of appropriations were 
authorized. On recommendation of 
the Mayor, $10,000 was advanced from 
the treasury for work on maintenance 
of streets, The mayor's recommenda¬ 
tion for authority to sell unused land 
of the city, assessed for $30,930, was 
referred. 


The bond of Edwin H. Alexander 
as constable was approved.

T. Price 
for a common victualler license, 332 
Centre street, of John W. Holbrook 
for stand on Centre street for public 
automobile, and on petitions of Cos¬ 
mo Petrlllo, John Mekas and U, Daml- 
ano lo open Sundays. 

On recommendation of committees, 
a hearing wbb assigned on Oct. 11 on 
the laying out of luring Btreet, $449.49 
appropriated for purchase of land on 
Central street for drainage purposes, 
$19,224 granted for city expenses un¬ 
til Oct. 15th, and the Telephone Co.

The Company has Bent the following letter to the School Committees of 
Arltngton, Boston, Belmont, Brookline, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, Medford, 
Malden, Newton, Somerville and Watertown, and rIbo to the Supervisor of 
Parochial Schools. Action has been, or Is about to be, taken by all of them 
In co-operntlon with the Company. The Company desires, also, the co-opera¬ 
tion of parents and others having charge of children. It Is believed that much 
Injury may be avoided by such action. 

To the School Committee ot the City of Newton: — 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company wishes to call your attention to 
Its desire to prevent as far aa possible Injuries to children resulting from the 
operation of Its cars In and around Newton and If possible to enlist your 
active co-operation to this end. In spite of every reasonable precaution taken 
by the Company and the generally careful operation of the cars by its em¬ 
ployees, distressing accidents happen more often than we believe they would, 
If the children were carefully Instructed by those In authority concrnlng the 
danger of careless playing In the streets and of stealing rides on the cars. 

The faqt that thus far in the experience of the Company the courts have 
not In a single Instance held the motorman responsible for the death of a 
child would seem lo justify one in assuming that greater care on the part of 
the Injured would result In lessening the number of such accidents. 

The Company, therefore, respectfully suggests and betteves that such 
warning to the children attending the schools of Newton as you may see 
fit to have given will tend to diminish these accidents and the sufferings and 
grief resulting therefrom. 

It agreeable to you will you kindly have the matter brought before the 
teachers and scholars In such form as you deem best?

NEW MOVE IN EDUCATION. 

Rarely has It, been our privilege to 
chronicle r more Interesting event In 
education thnn the recent opening of 
a new Preparatory School In Boston, 
under llio auspices of the Boston 
Young Men's Christian Association.

This school has been established 
with an Advisory Board consisting of 
Prof. Paul Hanus of .Harvard College; 
Prof. William Warren of Boston Uni¬ 
versity; James P. Munroe, Secretary 
of M. I. T. Corporation; Prof. Edward 
H. Rockwell of Tufts College; Rev. 
Endlcott Peabody, Principal of the 
Groton School; Harlan P. Amen, 
Principal of Phillips Exeter Academy; 
Stratton D. Brooks, Supt. of Schools, 
Boston; F. E. Spaulding, Supt, of 
Schools, Newton; C. S. Clark, Supt. 
of SchoolB, Somerville; William Orr, 
Principal of Springfield High School; 
G. P. Hitchcock, Principal of Brook¬ 
line High School; H. K. Whitaker, 
Principal of Salem High School; 
Frederick P. Fish, Member of State 
Board of Education; Frank A. Day, 
Banker; John S. Lawrence, Merchant, 
representing, as It will be noted, the 
colleges, great private schools, pub¬ 
lic schools and Important business In¬ 
terests, the object of the entire plan 
being to establish a school which will 
Incorporate the moat advanced Ideas 
and methods of these various inter¬ 
ests, unfettered by politics, tradition 
or conservatism which makes rapid 
changes In a great school Bystem diffi¬ 
cult to bring about. 

The school Is organized as a Gram¬ 
mar School with day sessions only. 
A College Preparatory School with 
day and evening sessions. Polytech¬ 
nic School with day and evening ses¬ 
sions. Electrical School with day 
and evening sessions. Automobile 
School, day and evening sessions. 
School of Commerce and Finance, 
evening sessions only. Evening Law 
School and Collegiate Department. 

The striking characteristics of the 
school are male college-trained teach¬ 
ers; expert vocational advice; voca¬ 
tional training; an Interlocking sys¬ 
tem between the day and evening 
school; close relationship with the 
colleges and universities? for those 
who are going Into the higher insti¬ 
tutions; a close relationship with 
business Interests for those who are 
going Into commerce and manufac¬ 
ture. The whole basis ot the work Is 
individual development and vocation¬ 
al training, the purpose being to train 
boys to be useful. Intelligent, moral 
men, capable of doing some one thing 
and doing It well or preparing them 
for college, and at the same time giv¬ 
ing thrtn a vocation which would 
make themselves sustaining If it be¬ 
came necessary. This latter feature 
Is another valuable element. It gives 
the hoy an appreciation of honest la¬ 
bor, shows him where he fits In the 
productive channels, and gives him 
a seriousness ot purpose and moral 
stamina which is not possible when 
he Is merely drifting on doing what 
he Is told to do because “it Is good 
for him.” 

The Association Is particularly for¬ 
tunate also in having connected with 
It a Physical Department and Gym¬ 
nasium under the most careful super¬ 
vision. There will also he games, 
sports, athletics, aquatics, summer 
camps and other features, hut even 
more valuable, possibly, is the splend¬ 
idly equipped Boy’s Department with 
Its college trained Christian leaders, 
devoted to the moral up-building and 
close companionship with these men 
of exemplary character and abundant 
life, whose main object is to leave 
upon each hoy an Imprint to last hint 
through life, and help him to stand 
for clean speech, clean life and fair 
Play.

ENGLISH AS 8HE IS WROTE. 

By William Hlckox. 

The stenographer who writes mere¬ 
ly by sound without regard to senise 
Is of less use than a phonograph, for 
the phonograph will at tensl accurate¬ 
ly record sound. It Is the business of 
the stenographer lo turn verbose or 
redundant diction Into good English. 
In fact the essential difference be¬ 
tween the mere shorthand writer and 
the stenographer lies In the ability 
lo do this very thing. 

When I waB the editor of the 
American shorthand Writer, In the 
early eighties, Mr. Ritchie, one of the 
veteran reporters of Chicago, wrote 
me that he had been rudely awaken¬ 
ed from his early Impression ns to 
the duties of a shorthand writer by 
a kind friend. “He Informed,” Bald 
Mr. Ritchie, "that speakers were not 
at all likely to adopt resolutions of 
thanks to a reporter who paraded be¬ 
fore them 1 heir defects In style, dic¬ 
tion or phraseology. As to my own 
agency In the matter, he gave me the 
startling Information lhat ‘a man has 
got to learn that he is thirty-two kinds 

of a-- fool before he begins to 

know anything.’ I took this lesson 
to heart, and after a very painful 
season of reflection and practice, I 
found myself In a position to confess 
that I was one of them. I had a reve¬ 
lation of the first magnitude. It seem¬ 
ed; and very strangely to me, thait ac¬ 
curacy In assisting a speaker to per¬ 
petrate some grammatical or rhetori¬ 
cal crime was not the article of great¬ 
est value in the stenographic market; 
that the Bhorthand writer must edit 
the twaddle and verbal surplusage 
which the lawyer frequently spilt In 
the legal forum, or become a mere 
parrot and be so rated. 

It is certainly true that the pos¬ 
session or intelligence or, let ub say, 
“gumption” to make a good trans¬ 
script from a bad dictation is of the 
highest value In the stenographic 
market. High speed is seldom re¬ 
quired, verbatim work almost never. 
What Is wanted, and what is best 
paid for. Is accuracy In properly pre¬ 
senting the Ideas that the speaker In¬ 
tended to convey. 

It Is a deplorable fact that the high 
School product of today has very lit¬ 
tle working knowledge or English. 
The meaning of common words, to 
say nothing of their spelling. Is to 
most graduates as a sealed book. For 
twenty-nine years I have been at¬ 
tempting to make BtenographerB, and 
my most difficult task has been, not 
In producing shorthand writers, but 
In teaching the student the simple 
things In English that were supposed 
to be familiar to him when he came 
to me, and to cause to germinate in 
his mind the impulse to do his own 
thinking. As the stenographer must 
at all times have his wlt9 about him, 
when his notes are not quite plain 
common sense should save him from 
making egregious blunders, at least. 
As I have said, a verbatim rendering 
Is rarely necessary: a few clear notes 
should enable an Intelligent stenog¬ 
rapher to construct as good, or a bet¬ 
ter, letter than If he followed slav¬ 
ishly the exact words spoken. But 
the disaster that may attend an at¬ 
tempt to “edit” without a comparative 
knowledge of the subject reported Is 
shown by the experience a stenog¬ 
rapher recently had In writing a let¬ 
ter concerning an overcharge. The 
dictator said “We charge you fifty 
dollars instead of six.” This was 
quite plain in the notes, but the dlc- 
tatee, a young lady, reasoned that he 
could not have meant “bIx” but “six¬ 
ty.” so without regard to the context 
she changed the letter to read that 
the overcharge was "firty dollars In¬ 
stead of sixty," which would have 
been ridiculously excessive. To tills 
the dictator naturally objected, and 
carefully explained to her that he 
meant what he said and what she had 
written. The letter was rewritten, 
this time "fifty dollars Instead of six,” 
but with a misspelled word. Again 
the letter was returned, and when she 
came to the place about the exces¬ 
sive charge, she changed it to read, 
"We charged you sixty dollars In¬ 
stead of fifty." The superintendent, 
in desperation, passed the letter on 
to the manager’s office, front whence 
It was returned with the query: 
Shall we change our rates or will you 
have the letter changed?" Blit the 
superintendent changed stenograph¬ 
ers. 

Twenty years ago I sent a UsL of 
seventy-six words to the principals of 
nil the high Bchools In New England, 
offering a prize to the pupil In the 
graduating class who would Bpell the 
greatest number of them correctly, 
the words to be pronounced by ihe 
principal. These words were all com¬ 
mon, every-day words like judgment, 
acknowledgment, seize, piece, etc.— 
not a "catch word” In tile list. Eighty 
schools competed, with the result that 
not a pupil in any of them spelt the 
entire Hist correctly, while upon the 
average more than twenty-five per 
cent, were spelt wrong. 

I have kept u record of all the mis¬ 
spelled words contained In the trans¬ 
cripts of pupils of my school for the 
past seven years; and the mistakes 
made In spelling common words ought 
to shame a kindergartener. No one 
who has not actually come Into dally 
contact with the educated Ignoramus 
would believe It possible tliat sup¬ 
posedly cultivated persons could so 
butcher their mother tongue, for, bi¬ 
ll understood, those persons, by the 
usual standards, are presumed to be 
“educated,” many of them being ex- 
school teachers and university gradu- 
utes; none of them below the rank ol 
high school graduate.

He Is not infrequently unedu¬ 
cated, not to say Illiterate, but he is 
warranted In expecting his stenogra¬ 
pher, if he pays enough for a real 
one, to he able to correct his errors 
of diqtlon. Mr. Ritchie’s assertion 
that "accuracy In assisting a speaker 
to perpetrate some grammatical or 
rhetorical crime” Is not the distin¬ 
guishing characteristic of a high 
grade reporter should be bored Into 
the head of the stenographic num¬ 
skulls who seek to excuse obvious 
blunders In transcriptions by saying, 
‘It’s what was dictated.”

MRS. CARPENTER DEAD. 

Mrs. Hnrrie-t K. Carpenter, the wid¬ 
ow of Rev. Chopin H. Carpenter, died 
Sunday at the home of her.sister, 
Mrs. Alvali Hovey, Sumner street, 
Newton Centre, In her 73tt year. 

Mrs. Carpenter returned to Xeivton 
Centre three years ago after long 
missionary service In Japan, giving 
up that work because of falling health. 
She was born here, and half a cen¬ 
tury ago her mother, Mrs, Martha 
Rice, was one or the best known wom¬ 
en in Newton Centre. She was gradu¬ 
ated from l.asell seminary, Auburn- 
dale. and spent three years as pre¬ 
ceptress of Colby academy at New 
London. N. II. 

Sbe then went to Burma with her 
husband, where she became greatly 
Interested In missionary work. Her 
principal labors were among the 
Koreans, where she established n 
school for gills. The climate did not 
agree with the health of either her 
husband or herself, however, and this 
caused Miem to transfer their labors 
to Japan. Her appeal for teachers 
was met In 1871 with the organization 
of the Women's foreign missionary so¬ 
ciety In Boston, and since then this 
society has supported about 135 wom¬ 
en teachers who, It Is estimated, have 
Instructed 2,660,000 pupils. Her hus¬ 
band died In 1885, but t Mrs. Carpenter 
continued work In Japan until three 
years ago. 

Funeral services were held from the 
Hovey residence on Tuesday after¬ 
noon and were largely nttended. Rev. 
Thomas S. Barbour, D. D., foreign sec¬ 
retary of the Baptist Missionary 
Union delivered tihe eulogy, nnd Rev. 
Maurice A. Levy, pastor of the First 
Baptist church at Newton Centre of¬ 
fered prayer. The burial was In the 
family lot at Newton cemetery.

JUDGE BISHOP DEAD MISS MCKENZIE DEAD ANNUAL MEETING AREND-PARKINSON ATKINS-RANDALL HOOPER-SARGENT 


After A Long And Tedious III- Former Auburndale Teacher 


Judge Robert R. Bishop, for ninny 
yeni'B n well known resident of tills 
city, died InHt evening nt Ills home on 
Beiicon Btreet, Newton Centre, nfter 
nn Illness of three months. .Indgc 
Bishop wrb tnken 111 Inst .Mine while 
attending court, and during the sum¬ 
mer suffered from a serious rttack 
of dysentery, which left hint In nil 
onfeeblcd condition, front which ho 
never milled. 

Robert Roberts Bishop was born In 
Meilfleld March 31, 18114, tile son of 
Jonathan P. nml Eliza (Hnrdlng) 
Bishop. His father was a prominent 
lawyer of Norfolk county, n member 
of the state legislature and cast the 
ballot ilint elected Charles Snntner 
to the U. S. sennle. 

Judge BIhIiop wns fitted for college 
at Phillips Andover. Ill health, how¬ 
ever, prevented hint front entering 
college. His plans for the future 
were changed and he entered the 
Jaw office of Brooks & Hall of Boston, 
with this firm and subsequently with 
Hon. Peleg \V. Chandler, supplement¬ 
ed by n regular course at Harvard 
law school, he received his legal edu¬ 
cation. 

He was graduated from the Har¬ 
vard law school in the class of 1857 
and spent a year In the office of Mr. 
Chandler, having been admitted to the 
Suffolk bar soon after his graduation. 
He opened a law office of his own lit 
Boston In 1858, and In 18G1 formed 
a inw partnership with Thornton K. 
Lothrop, under the Hrm name of Lo- 
throp & Bishop. This partnership 
was afterward enlarged by the admis¬ 
sion of Arthur Lincoln as junior part¬ 
ner, and continued until 187!), when It 
was discontinued. 

On Dec. 24, 18i>7, he was married 
In Hollistou to Mary H. Bullard of 
that town. The three children of that 
union. Robert R. Blshnp, Jr., Repre¬ 
sentative Ellas B. Bishop and Joseph 
T. Bishop, survive their father, Mrs. 
tBlshop having died several years ago. 

Judge Bishop removed to Newton 
In 18G3 and in 1874 wns elected to the 
Massachusetts house of representa¬ 
tives from this city. He declined a 
re-election to the house In 1875 that 
he might serve as one of the water 
commissioners for the construolion 
of the local water works, but inH878 
he was again elected to the state sen¬ 
ate and re-elected In ’70, '80, ‘81 and 
'82. He was president of that body 
in 1880. 1881 and 1882. 

He was the republican nominee for 
governor of the state In 1882, and was 
defeated for the office by Gen. Benja¬ 
min F. Butler by a vote of 133,046 to 
110,007. 


Miss Eleanor J. McKenzie, for many 
years a teacher and principal of the 
C. Burr School at Auburndale, died 
Monday at her home In Brookline fol¬ 
lowing a long period of illness. 

MIbr McKenzie wns horn nt New¬ 
ark, N. J., hut murh of her early life 
had ltcen spent at Westfield, where 
she wns graduated from the Stale 
Normal School. She first taught nt 
West Springfield, and name to Brook¬ 
line about 1880. liter methods of In¬ 
dividual teaching soon won the recog¬ 
nition of local educators. For some 
time she continued to leach hi the 
Pierce School In that town until about 
ten years ago when she was called by 
the school committee of Newton to 
tench In the Burr School, and when 
the new building was erected 111 the 
Auburndale district, she was asked to 
take the prlnctpalshlp In which posi¬ 
tion she made a notable record until 
III health compelled her to give up 
active work. 

She is survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
Janet McKenzie Hill, herself widely 
known as a writer on economic sub¬ 
jects, and 'MrB. Frank J. Hammer of 
Brookline. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afte-noon at 124 Harvard street, 
Brookline, where she had made her 
home. Rev. Ambrose W. Vernon, D. 
D„ paBtor of Harvard church, officiat¬ 
ed. The body wns taken to West Held, 
where Haul services were held nt the 
cemetery chapel on Wednesday.

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MR. GILMAN DEAD 

Long Prominent In Affairs Of 
Church And State 

Hon. Gorham IHimuier Gilman, for 
many years consul general In Boston 
and New England lor the Hawaiian 
Government and for more than two- 
score years well known In the whole¬ 
sale drug trade In tills city, died on 
Sunday at hlfl home In Newton, in his 
eighty-eighth year. While he had not 
been lit the hem of health for some 
time, his condition only recently took 
such serious form as to cause anxiety 
on the part of Ill's family. Mr. Gilman 
had spent most of the summer season 
at Marblehead and had returned 
about a fortnight ago to Ills home In 
Newton. 

.Mr. Gilman was horn ill Hallowell, 
Mo., oil May 39, 1823, the son of Sam¬ 
uel Kinsman and Lucy Gorham (Dum- 
nier) Gilman. 

Upon completion of his Btudles at 
the Hallowell Academy he was a 
clerk, for a time, In a store, and gave 
up ills work to follow the sea. In 
June, 1840, he sailed Trom Philadel¬ 
phia on the brig Grecian, for Valpar¬ 
aiso and Callao. On the return voy¬ 
age lie was transferred to the ship 
Gloucester of Boston, on which he 
went to Honolulu, and there, In 1841, 
he begnn a clerkship for a business 
firm and nt once began to learn the 
language of the country. 

He made the acquaintance of King 
Kamehanicha Ill., and of four kings 
who succeeden him. Including King 
Kalaltnua, also Queen Kapiolan! and 
the present dethroned Queen Liliuo- 
kalnnl. Mr. Gilman received from 
these various royal personages many 
decorations and gifts. His mastery 
of the native language was so easily 
accomplished thnt he became very 
proficient. 

At the first news in 1848 of the dis¬ 
covery of gold In California Mr. Gil¬ 
man left Hawaii for the United States. 
His association there with tile other 
seekers after wealth entitled him to 
membership In the organization .of 
California's pioneers, and In later 
years he was vice president of that 
association. Returning to Hawaii In 
the spring of 1849, Mr. Gilman con¬ 
tinued as a merchant there until 1801, 
when he returned to the United 
States. He moved to Newton In 1806, 
having established the drug business 
In Boston with his brothers, John A. 
and Snmuel K. Gilman. He bought a 
residence on Baldwin street, which he 
continued to occupy up to the time 
of his death. 

.Mr. Gilman took an active part in 
local affairs, his house becoming the 
meeting place of leaders of the Re¬ 
publican party thereabout. An earn¬ 
est worker in Eliot Congregational 
church, Mr. Gilman was early identi¬ 
fied with that religious body. In the 
Sunday school he was for more than 
a quarter of a century leader of a 
Bible class. When the Newton Y r . M. 
C. A. was founded thirty-two years 
ago, Mr. Gilman was prominent In the 
movement. He was Its second presi¬ 
dent and occupied the chair for three 
years. He originated the plan of dis¬ 
tributing Thanksgiving dinners to the 
poor under the association's auspices. 

When Newton became a city in 1874 
he was one of those who strongly op¬ 
posed the idea. It wrs his belief that 
It could better be divided into two 
towns, one to be called Newton and 
the other Nonantum. He was always 
a firm believer ill the town form or 
government, although later he be¬ 
came a member of the City Govern¬ 
ment, serving as councilman in 1874- 
T5 and as alderman from ward 7 in 
1 87C, the first year that ward was 
established. 

He was a representative to the Gen¬ 
eral Court in 1889-1890 and served as 
Senator In 1891-1892. In his candi¬ 
dacy for the Governor's Council, he 
was defeated by Hon. Joseph R. Lee- 
son. 

His appointment In 1893 to the posi¬ 
tion of consul general at the over¬ 
throw of the monarchy was due in 
part to his long residence ill Hawaii 
and Ills Intimate ncqunlnlnnce with 
the principals on the field of political 
strife in tne Islands.

interpreter for the royal party. The 
acknowledgements of the king and 
queen Mr. Gllnisu received in the form 
of roynl decorations sent him by the 
king. His services ns consul general 
lit New England termlnntcd with the 
nnuexntlon In 1901. He had probably 
the largest collection of hooks per- 
tnlnlng to ifawnll in this pnrt of the 
country, and ills library was a muse¬ 
um of Hawaiian curiosities, paintings 
and photographs. 

He was one of the original associ¬ 
ate members or Charles Ward Post 
02, G. A. K„ a thlrty-second-degree 
Mason, a member of the Odd Fellows 
and Encampment and the Newton Re¬ 
publican Club. As a member of the 
Masonic craft he hnd been chaplain 
of Newton Roynl Arch Chapter more 
than thirty years. As an Odd Fellow 
he was a charter member and the 
first Initiated into the first Odd Fel¬ 
lows’ lodge Instituted In the North 
Pacific Ocean. Representing the Bos¬ 
ton Druggists' Association, Mr. Gil¬ 
man had been a member of the State 
Board of Trade. For some years he 
was chairman of the Committee on 
Post Office and Postal Laws. As dele¬ 
gate to the Boston Associated Board 
of Trade he was chairman of the com¬ 
mittee on United States Department 
of Commerce and industries and a 
member of the committee on customs. 

He was prominent In the Hawaiian 
Club of Boston and was the oldest 
member of the Twentieth Century 
Club nnd belonged also to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Society of Sons of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution. He was twice mar¬ 
ried, first on Oct. 5, 18G6, to Eliza¬ 
beth Er.il (.Horton) Field of Provi¬ 
dence, R. I., who died on Nov. 2, 
1872, nt Newton. Mr. Gilman on May 
6, 1874, married Adelnlde Louisa 
Sears, daughter of Eben and Eliza 
Fair (Crease) Sears of Boston. His 
wife survives hint, together with a 
son, Gorham Abbott Gilman, and two 
daughters, Mrs. George Angler and 
Miss Ethel Gilman of Newton. 

The funeral was held at 2.30 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon from his home at 
9 Baldwin street, N’ewlon. So large 
a number of frlendB hnd assembled to 
pay tribute (hat the house was filled. 
Rev. Lyman Abbott, D. D., of Brook¬ 
lyn, N. Y., a relative of Mr. Gilman, 
assisted In conducting the services 
which were in charge of Rev. H. 
Grant Person, pastor of Eliot church. 

There was no music and no eulogy. 
Mr. Person conducted the scriptural 
part of the services and read two po¬ 
ems: Tennyson’s "Crossing the Bar” 
and Whittier’s “Immortal Love.” Dr. 
Abbott offered prayer. 

Burial was in the family lot in 
Newton cemetery. At the grave, 
members of Dalhousle Lodge, A. F. 
and A. M., conducted the Masonic 
committal service, under the direc¬ 
tion of Worshipful Master Charles E. 
Hatfield. The pallbearers were mem¬ 
bers of the Young Men’s Club of Eliot 
church, of which society Mr. Gilman 
was an honorary member. They were 
Thomas Weston, Jr., president of 
Newton board of aldermen; Allan C. 
Emery, president of Newton Y. M. 
C. A.; George X. Putnam, Theodore 

E. Lockwood, Edwin O. Childs, Jr., 
and Carlton L. Ellison.

Mayor Hutchinson and Forest Com¬ 
missioner Charles I. Bucknam hove 
Issued notices which will be distribut¬ 
ed to every property holder In this 
city during the next lew days, stating 
that the destruction of eggs, caterpil¬ 
lars, pupae and nests of brown toll 
and gypsy moths must be made before 
Dec. 1. The notices state that If 
property owners fall to carry out the 
order the work will be done by the 
forestry department and the cost will 
be assessed In whole or In part on 
the land, becoming a lien on the prop¬ 
erty. The order requires the burning 
of brown tall moth nests In stoves or 
furnaces, bonfire being declared in¬ 
sufficient to destroy the caterpillars. 
The city will treat trees on private 
property for a period of one year, but 
work may be -done by contractors, al¬ 
though It must pass Inspection by the 
forestry commissioner. 

FIREMAN DEAD. 

Mr. John S. Williams, captain of 
Truck Two at Newton Highlands for 
many years, died at his home on Har¬ 
rison Btreet, Eliot, last Monday, after 
a long Illness with paralysis. Mr. 
Williams was 47 years of age and had 
been connected with tile (Ire depart¬ 
ment since 1880. He is survived by a 
widow, four sons, Harry, Fred, Sid¬ 
ney and Arthur and one duughler, 
Emma, all residing at Newton High¬ 
lands.

Slayton, rector of St. Paul’s church. 
Flags were displayed at hull mast on 
all tile file department buildings of 
the city during the funeral services.

At the time our government was 
founded, to protect our “Infant Indus¬ 
tries," a protective tariff was adopted, 
this was necessary and our manufac¬ 
turers prospered under It. What were, 
at that time. Infant Industries have, 
many of them, long ago passed their 
infancy and childhood periods and are 
now stalwarts, needing but very lit¬ 
tle protection. At the present time 
here are many Industries that only 
rfted a tariff, sufficient to cover the 
:xtra cost of labor In this country. 
There are some industries that could, 
on an absolute free trade basis, defy 
he world. Since March 4th. 1909. n 
special Besslon of Congress has been 
held. It was called by President Taft 
o revise the tariff, as had been prom¬ 
ised by the Republican party in their 
campaign platform, after being in ses¬ 
sion five months, they Anally passed 
a new tariff bill. Any one who gave 
any thought to the subject could not 
Tall to see, that It was Impossible, in 
the time given to the discussion of 
the question, to give adequate thought 
to the matter in hand. The commit¬ 
tees of both branches of Congress 
held meetings and were supposed to 
hear testimony, pro and con, on the 
tariff, hut It proved to be of not much 
worth, for only one side of the ques- 
;!on was very much considered. The 
protected Interests were on hand In 
iprge numbers, they sought to main- 
•aln the rates of the Dlngly bill and 
: n many cases to make the rate still 
higher. In a very few lines there 
was a very strong effort made for c 
reduction of the tariff, most notable 
of these was the tariff on Hides which 
was finally successful and the Dlngly 
tariff of in per cent was stricken out 
’nd Hides were put on the free list, 
he consumers were very spatsly rep- 
-esemed. The bill, as passed, calls 
'or the expression of the opinion of 
•he whole country on the advisability 
of an Income Tax. An Income Tax Is 
a righteous tax. Nothing comes near¬ 
er to being right, than the idea that 
all should hear their part of the bur¬ 


dens. An Income Tax should be 
made a part or the 'Constitution by 
an Amendment to that effect. An In¬ 
come Tax Is on exact line with the 
pn n cl plea on wnu-n our country is 
founded which are equality for all. 
rhoosing our own rulers, nnd making 
the government democratic Instead of 
autocratic. According to those prin¬ 
ciples every ollizcn should bear hlB 
part In support Ing, In all ways, his 
government. There should be a grad¬ 
uated Income inx, every one having 
nil Income of $500 nnd above that sunt 
icconllng to his menus, If those who 
are rolling In wealth nnd are continu¬ 
ously adding their millions, paid n 
tax, nn equitable tnx, the lax question 
would not he a nightmare, ns It now 
'f to many, is It not right that all 
.should pay according to their means? 
Do ell do It? 1 guess not. The taxeB 
bear very .inequitably on the people. 
Who pays tile gieatest per cent, ac¬ 
cording to his means, of the taxes. 
It Is those who are trying to secure 
a home, they have more or less of an 
equity In the property they control, 
and nil over and above their equity is 
owned by savings banks who are se¬ 
cured by a mortgage, and those who 
nave money to lend, they being se¬ 
cured by a mortgage, In many places, 
the property Is assessed nt Its full 
value, and the owner finds out when 
he receives Ills tax bill, that not only 
Is he taxed on his equity but he is 
taxed on what he owes, on the prop¬ 
erty, It is In reality a tax on hlB pov¬ 
erty. Could anything he more ab¬ 
surd? But absurd or not, he has got 
to pay his taxes or have a portion of 
his property sold at auction to pay the 
tax. Every man can come very near 
a just estimate of what he Is worth, 
he knows belter than any one else 
whether he Is paying his Just propor¬ 
tion of the taxes ,!f he conceals his 
property and thereby escapes paying 
a just tax, he is doing a cruel wrong 
to his neighbor, for what he escapes 
from paying has got lo be paid by 
those whose property Is all In sight. 
The city or town's bills have got to 
be paid and the rate Is advanced 
enough to raise the desired amount. 
Come to the point of giving a sober 
thought lo this subject. Isn't it a 
right down mean thing to do, to evade 
a tax which can be met, many times, 
without being felt and knows that by 
so doing you have wronged your 
neighbor. Yet thousands do this anti 
consider themselves smart If they suc¬ 
ceed. Does any one believe that the 
Standard Oil Co., the Steel Trust, the 
Meat Trust pay taxes anywhere near 
approximating what the poor man 
pays. Within five years the Standard 
Oil Company made returns to the Gov¬ 
ernment acknowledging that their In¬ 
come was over 10 per cent or the cap¬ 
ital employed that means that Tor 
every dollar expended, they received 
In profits over 10 cents, In a single 
year. Such a state of affairs ought 
to he made Impossible by law. All 
ever In per cent should have gone to 
the public In shape ef a lower price 
of oil and o'her or their productions. 
Twenty or more years ago a man liv¬ 
ing In Boston was assessed on $300,- 
000 worth. He demurred about pay¬ 
ing on that amount, and said he would 
move out of the state, and did move 
to another state. He lived only a few 
years after moving. When he died 
his estate inventoried $3,000,000. The 
sequel of this matter was lhat the 
state to which he had moved had a 
law taxing inheritances, If I remem¬ 
ber correctly. 5 per cent. His heirs 
received many thousands of dollars 
less than they would have done had 
this man continued to reside in Bos¬ 
ton and paid his tax on $300,000. Our 
tariff and tnx systems are very far 
from being scientific. It should be the 
constant endeavor In state and nation 
to make them more systematic. The 
income tax Is a step in the right di¬ 
rection. H. C.

AUTO OWNERS URGED TO COM¬ 
PLY WITH LAW. 


Careful investigation during nearly 
wo and a half years hns convinced 
he members of the Executive Com 
ulttee of the Safe Roads Automobile 
\ssoclatloit that a large number of 
ante mobile accidents are due directly 
to failure on the part of operators ap¬ 
proaching ‘‘blind’ corners and curve*, 
especially in the country where the 
average speed la higher than In cities 
und towns, to sound a warning signal, 
as is now required by acts of 1909, 
chap. 534, section 14 "-upon ap¬ 

proaching an intersecting way or a 
curve or comer In a way where the 
operator’s view Is obstructed, every 
person operating a motor vehicle shall 
slow down ami give a timely signal 
with Ills bell, horn or other device for 
signalling.” 

Many skilful operators do not sig¬ 
nal, lu the misguided belief that it is 
an admission of want of skill on their 
pail, while In fuel It la merely an evi¬ 
dence of direful und decent driving. 

The Safe Roads Association earnest¬ 
ly requests all automobile owners to 
caiefully comply with tills most rea¬ 
sonable law.

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SPLENDID GIFT HR. GILHAN HONORED EVENING SCHOOLS 85 YEARS YOUNG 


The following account of the detail 
followed In the collection of mall In 
this city by nntomoDiie may he of In¬ 
terest, 

On the noon-day collection, so-call¬ 
ed, n White car, carrying a chauffeur 
and one clerk, starts from the corner 
of Chestnut and Fuller streets, Wa- 
ban, at 9.30 A. XI. The car Is fitted 
with a case containing nine compart¬ 
ments, one for each Newton postofflee, 
and the collector assorts the mall nB 
he lakes It from the boxes. Ten niln- 
uteB or ho from the lime of starting 
he reaches Newton Lower Falls—hav¬ 
ing collected six boxes on the way— 
and nny Waban mall addressed to the 
place Is left at that post ofllce. Be¬ 
fore ten o'clock he Is at Auburndale, 
In season Id forward by train all mall 
that may be addressed to Boston or 
beyond. From Auburndale be goes to 
West Newton. He Is due In Newton 
Highlands at 10.42, In Newton Centre 
at 11, In Newtonvllle at 11.25, and In 
Newton at 11.60. The morning round 
Is finished at 12.30. From the boxes 
he visited last the collector has prob¬ 
ably taken mall addressed to post- 
offices at which lie has already called. 
He cannot double on hls trackB In 
order to leave It, but arranges to con¬ 
nect with a circuit train which prac¬ 
tically retraces hls route, though In 
the opposite direction, from finish to 
start, and by this means he despatch¬ 
es mall for Waban, for Instance, 
which he took up in Newtonvllle two 
hours after Waban had been left be¬ 
hind. 

This noon-day collection made In 
three hours, covers about thirty-five 
miles of streets. An evening collec¬ 
tion, which lakes up fewer boxes, 
starts In West Newton at 7 P. XL, goes 
over a route some twenty-two miles 
long, and ends In Newton at 9.30 P. XL 
Finally comes the midnight collection, 
when the car running out from Boston 
makes a wide sweep of sixty-five 
miles, gathers the contents of some 
200 letter-boxes, and returns to the 
city to unload at the Back Bay post 
office, shortly before 3 A. XI. Not only 
does this collection take up substan¬ 
tially everything in (he Newtons, but, 
by a recent enlargement of its scope, 
it has been clearing the boxes In the 
Chestnut Hill section as well, a con¬ 
venience which seems to be greatly 
appreciated. 

These automobile collections not 
only expedite the service, but save 
labor. On the morning collection one 
man does the work that would other¬ 
wise call for six men. On the even¬ 
ing and midnight collections one man 
takes the place of live. To one unac¬ 
customed to the work, it would seem 
almost Impossible for the one man to 
collect the boxes and sort the mall, 
keeping up with all the time sched¬ 
ules; but as a matter of fact it is said 
that to an expert the task presents 
few difficulties. 


The Waltt Trophy Is now on ex¬ 
hibition at the Association rooms. 
This Is the second cup presented by 
Xlr. A. H.' Waltt for the nil-round 
championship In athletics. Any mem¬ 
ber of the physical department of 
the Association, In good sunning, is 
eligible to compete for the cup pro¬ 
vided he represents the Newton Y. 
XL C. A, In outBtde contests. This 
Is the only condition made by the 
donor of the cup. The cup must be 
wan three years In order to become 
the permanent property of any con¬ 
testant. 

A committee of representative men 
met Wednesday to draw the list of 
events, and to arrange for the scor¬ 
ing of points. This report will be 
published lifter. 

The Trophy Is a beautiful solid 
silver cup valued at $100, and ought 
to stimulate all-round development 
In athletics and gymnastics among 
members of the Association. 

The meeting for the younger boys 
will be held at three o’clock Sunday 
arternoon. Seth Wood will be the 
leader of the meeting, and Xlr. <311- 
llam, the boys’ secretary, will speak. 
The meeting for young men will be 
held at 3.15. The speaker will be an¬ 
nounced on the bulletin boards. 

On Tuesday evening a reception 
was given to Xlr. Walter Gilliam, the 
new boys' work secretary. ThoEe In 
charge of the program were Xlr Carl¬ 
ton Ellison, E. O. Childs, Jr., Seth 
Wood and H. W. Bascom. The social 
committee of the Ladles’ Auxiliary 
headed by XI tb. Ganse served refresh¬ 
ments. The program consisted of 
musical selections. Illustrated songs 
and camp pictures. Xlr. Gilliam was 
Introduced by Xlr. Ellison In a very 
neat speech. He received a warm 
welcome, and after thanking the 
members of the boys’ department for 
their cordial reception, outlined a few 
things he Intends to carry out with 
their help during the coming months. 
Among these are the organization of 
a glee club, and a Cook-Peary mem¬ 
bership contest. In this contset the 
team which first brings In twenty- 
five new members discovers the 
North Pole, and finds a banquet hid¬ 
den underneath. About 150 mem¬ 
bers of the boys’ department were 
present. 

Circulars telling or the new build¬ 
ing campaign, and showing tentative 
nlans for (he building, have been 
.sent out to many of the citizens of 
Newton. Such a building as suggested 
by these plans, would provide a per¬ 
manent home for the Association and 
greatly enlarge it b tvork. The boys 
and young men of the entire city de¬ 
serve a modern building. When the 
time comes It Is honed that there 
will be a generous response. 


The Rice homestead, one of the 
landmarks of Newton Lower Falls, is 
to be presented to the city of Newton 
lo be UBed as a tuberculosis ward of 
the Newton hospital. 

It Is to be given by Thomas Varick 
and Richard Varick, brothers, of 
.Manchester, N. H. 

The estate Includes a three story 
mansion and a smaller dwelling and 
stables, situated on a lot comprising 
acreB. A part of the land In¬ 
cludes a high plateau In the rear of 
the residences, where It Is expected 
that a bungalow will be built for pa¬ 
tients. One of the houses on the 
property was the birthplace of the 
late Alexander Hamilton Rice, former 
governor of Xlassachusetts. 

The estate will be given with the 
understanding that It will not only be 
a memorial to Thomas Rice, Jr„ a 
paper manufacturer at Lower Falls 
for many years and chairman of the 
selectmen when Newton was a town, 
but that It shall also be a memorial 
to Rebekah R. Rice, hls wife; Jane 
Isabella Rice Varick. mother of the 
donors; Frederick VV. Rice, formerly 
president of Carter. Rice & Co. of 
Boston; Edward T. Rice and Xtartha 
C. Rice, wife of the latter. 

The donors of the property are. 
grand nephews of the late Ex-Gov. 
Rice, who was born In the smaller 
dwelling on the estate and lived there 
practically all hls life. 

The property had been held In 
trust some years. It came Into pos¬ 
session of the Varick brothers after 
the death In France last Xlarch of 
.Mrs. Xlnrtha C. Rice. The donors are 
sons of the late John B. Varick of 
.Manchester, who was one of the pi¬ 
oneer paper manufacturers of that 
city. Both are now well known busi¬ 
ness men In that place. 

The matter of providing suitable 
quarters for tuberculosis patients by 
Newton hospital was taken up some 
'ime ago by the hospital officials and 
by the Newton federation of women’s 
clubs with the result that temporary 
quarters were provided on the hospi¬ 
tal property oft Washington street, 
less than a mile from the Rice home¬ 
stead.

Pendergast had an easy 
goal to kick, but the ball struck the 
nost, almost exactly where Barber's 
did. 

In the backfleld, Allen, who was 
playing right half back, went to full¬ 
back, where hls work improved.

No Better 


City Messenger Wellington Observes 
Birthday. 

City Messenger Joseph D. Welling¬ 
ton quietly observed hls efghty-flfth 
birthday last Friday. On account of 
the serious Illness of Xfrs. Wellington 
no special celebration was attempted, 
but "Uncle Joe” received the hearty 
congratulations from his many friends 
on hls well preserved physical and 
mental health at such an unusual 
event. 

Mr. XVelllngton was born at Troy, 
X. X'., removing to Cambridge when 
a young man. Later he settled In 
XVest Newton and In 1877 received 
the appointment of City XleBsenger 
under the administration of Xfayor 
Fowle. With the exception of the 
venerable City Auditor, Xlr. Welling¬ 
ton la the oldest official In the em¬ 
ploy of the city, holding the Bame 
office to which he was appointed. 

NEWTON AT THE POLLS. 

XVhlle there is no question about 
the attitude of the city of Newton on 
the liquor license question, a study 
of the elections for the past ten years 
Is of Interest. In the 149 precinct re¬ 
turns, license has been voted 29 
times. 

The vote in favor of license has 
never but once exceeded half the 
registration, reaching 55 per cent, in 
precinct 1 of ward 1 In 1899, which 
precinct was down to 43 per cent, last 
year. The smallest vote for license 
was In precinct 3 of ward 6, with only 
1 per cent., In 1908. The “No" vote 
has exceeded half the registration 23 
times, reaching a maximum of 70 per 
cent. In precinct 2 of ward 3 in 1901. 
There has been a vote for license ot 
less than ten per cent. 54 times, and 
a similar “No” vote but once. 

In the ten years license has pre¬ 
vailed once in precinct 1 of ward 3, 
seven times in precinct 1 of ward 5, 
and nine times each In precincts 1 of 
ward 1 and 2 of ward 4. Is there any 
reason why these sections should so 
differ from the rest of the city?

Usher ot VVattau, testified that lie was 
proceeding along tvoouluuu road uu 
me ngtu uaitd side wuh proper lights 
on bis carriage, wnen me automobile 
suuuenly suuck the forward wueel 
ai.u stiaft, liavtng come up trout be¬ 
hind. He was thrown to the slue- 
want, he said, and the shaft was brok¬ 
en and the liurse cut. No horn was 
clown as the automobile approached, 
ne declared. 

Miss Ruth Arend, a freshman stu¬ 
dent in Lusell seminary, was a pas¬ 
senger in the carriage. She testified 
that she was thrown oft Lhe seat uy 
me impact, “t was frightened ana 
walked the rest of the way to the sem¬ 
inary," said she, ’’1 heard no horn 
blown as the automobile approached, 
aUhougn the camuge wlnuows were 
open." 

Edward Hatton, butler for Rev. Dr. 
Peloubet, testified be saw the auto¬ 
mobile strike the carriage, throwing 
the driver off the box auu knocking 
the vehicle 15 or 20 feet. He said 
that the automobile was proceeding at 
least twice as fast as the carriage, 
and that the horn was not sounded 
betore the accident. 

Nicholas A. Stoddard, a letter car¬ 
rier, who was riding on the automo¬ 
bile, said the chauffeur sounded the 
nont several times, and that the raa- 
/chlne merely touched the carriage 
when the latter vehicle was unexpect¬ 
edly turned to the left. He thought 
the automobile was going less than 
10 miles an hour. 

Echtler, the chauffeur, testified that 
he sounded the horn eight or 10 times 
and stopped the automobile within 
two feet after striking the carriage. 
He was making not more than eight 
to 10 miles an hour just previous to 
the collision, he declared. 

"The evidence Is not positive enough 
to convict the defendant," said Asso¬ 
ciate Judge Bacon, who ordered Echt¬ 
ler discharged. The case attracted 
widespread attention in this city, for 
complaints had been heard In differ¬ 
ent wards that the machine used In 
collecting the mails had frequently 
been driven at a fast clip.

It shows clearly 
and convincingly that there is no bet¬ 
ter soil anywhere for the growth of 
the apple, for Instance, than the so- 
called barren soil of New England, 
and that -Connecticut and Massachu¬ 
setts lead all the States in the Union 
In the yield of corn per acre. It shows 
that the land on which that soli lies 
costs from only five to fifty dollars 
per acre, whereas the fruit grower in 
Oregon or Washington, who domi¬ 
nates our market, must pay for suit¬ 
able land from $200 to $1,000 an acre. 
It shows that the New England grow¬ 
er is not only at the door of this, the 
best market in the world, but that by 
virtue of his ideal strategic position 
he can save ninety per cent, of the 
freight charged his most distant com¬ 
petitor. and can leave his fruit to 
ripen on the tree until the day before 
it Is marketed.

The "Silllnger” Stakes. 

It only takes n few hours to get 
from any part of England to Doncas¬ 
ter, see (he race for the St. Leger nnd 
return home. Yet In the conehlng 
times a Journey from London to Don¬ 
caster occupied n couple of days. 

Taking Its name from n famous Don¬ 
caster sportsman. Colonel St. Leger— 
properly pronounced “SMUngcr"—the 
race Is the second oldest horse racing 
event In tbe country. It was founded 
In 177(1 nnd always arouses the great¬ 
est enlhustnsm In tbe north of Eng¬ 
land. In fact. In the prcrallwny dnys 
laborers living fifty miles away would 
save up their shillings for weeks, walk 
to Doncaster, see the rnee, have a bet 
and walk home again. 

John Scott, who In hts day was vis¬ 
ited by peers, lawyers, poets nnd au¬ 
thors of nil degrees, trained sixteen St. 
Leger winners. There have been 
many memorable finishes to the race, 
nnd on one occasion a horse named 
Theodore, against whom the odds 
were quoted at 1,000 to a walking 
stick—officially 1,000 to 5—won hand¬ 
somely. 

The largest field was thirty, In 1825. 
nnd the smallest four. In 1783 nnd 1785. 
A horse named Ninety-three won in 
1703.—London Saturday Review. 


Armed With ■ Saber Hilt. 

When William L. Itoyall of Fau¬ 
quier county. Va., wns seventeen years 
old he became a Confederate soldier. 
In his "Reminiscences" be says that 
the feuts performed by the Confed¬ 
erate cuvnlry In the early part of the 
wnr were remarkable, because not one 
company In ten had any arms that 
were fit to fight with. 

“When I joined my company,” he 
writes, “they gave me n snher which. 
I think, wns used In the Revolution, 
and this wns the only tvenpon I bad. 
One dny, while my regiment was 
standing In a road, 1 bantered n com¬ 
rade to see which of us could cut the 
largest twig from n tree. 1 made a 
powerful cut. nnd the blade of my 
saber broke off nt the hilt. 

“In n short time we were dismount¬ 
ed nnd ordered to clear tbe Yankees 
out of a piece of woods In skirmish 
formation. We marched through the 
woods, but fortunately no Yankees 
were there. I have oftpn wondered 
wbnt I should have done, armed with 
that saber hilt. It I had met a Yankee 
armed with a Springfield musket.” 


Bees Swarming Have Scouts. 

Swarms of bees are sometimes com¬ 
pelled to rake refuge In very remark¬ 
able shelters. A peculiar nnd Instruc¬ 
tive lustnnce was observed by the 
writer one spring. The swarm flew 
over n large vineyard which coutained 
few buildings. One of these buildings 
wns constructed of hollow concrete 
blocks. The swarm flew directly to¬ 
ward a smnll hole In one of the blocks 
and dlsnppenred lu tbe interior. No 
doubt the swurm had rested on a tree 
or shrub on the preceding dny nnd 
had sent out scoutR to seek a home. 
The scouts found the little hole lend¬ 
ing into the great cavity of tbe con¬ 
crete block and reported their discov¬ 
ery to their comrades. Tills case fur¬ 
bishes Indisputable proof that swarm¬ 
ing bees really send out 6Couts. ns 
they are believed to do. for the little 
hole could not have been discovered in 
the rapid nnd lofty flight of the 
swarm.—Scientific Amerieun. 


Gymnastics In Switzerland. 

Ouce In every throe years the gym¬ 
nasts of Switzerland nnd tlie members 
of the nttlllutcd clubs In othpr coun¬ 
tries. for tbe most part composed ol 
Swiss residents abroad, meet to com¬ 
pete In tbe great contest known as tbe 
federal gymnastic festival.

AN OLD PUBLISHING HOUSE IN A 
NEW HOME.

The removal of the old-established 
Boston firm of publishers and book¬ 
sellers, Llttl^, Brown, & Co., to their 
new and larger quarters at 34 tBeacon 
street, where they are now fully set¬ 
tled, marks another step In the in¬ 
roads business Is making In the aris¬ 
tocratic Beacon Hill district of Bos¬ 
ton. Yielding to the necessity of ob¬ 
taining adequate accommodations for 
their large and constantly Increasing 
publishing business, with separate 
offices for Rs various departments 
and more suitable retail salesrooms, 
Little, Brown, & Co. purchased the 
Cabot family mansion at the corner 
of 'Beacon and Joy streets, overlook¬ 
ing Boston Common, and adapted the 
Interior of this substantial residence 
to their own use. Thus the beautiful¬ 
ly carved woodwork, the Imported 
marble fireplaces, the tapestried walls 
have been retained In all their orig¬ 
inal beauty. 

Passing through the vestibule, which 
has been preserved as originally built 
for residential purposes, one enters 
on the street floor the finely appoint¬ 
ed bookroom for the sale of books at 
retail. On this floor also are the com¬ 
modious salesrooms of the law depart¬ 
ment. 

On the second floor Is the suite of 
offices for the members of the Arm, 
the publishing and advertising depart¬ 
ments and the counting room. The 
third floor provides quarters for the 
manufacturing and art departments, 
the offices of the wholesale depart¬ 
ment, and an attractive wholesale 
sample room. The fourth floor Is oc¬ 
cupied by the growing educational and 
subscription departments. The rooms 
on the fifth floor are In part devoted 
to the storage of books and supplies. 

Immediately In the rear of the build¬ 
ing on Joy street, and connected with 
It, there has been erected a spacious 
five-story annex for the wholesale and 
shipping departments. Little, Brown, 
& Co.’s bindery and warehouse Is in 
Cambridge, and large shipments of 
books are also made at this point. 

The firm of Charles C. Little and 
James Brawn, began business In Bos¬ 
ton In 1837 on the site, 254 Washing¬ 
ton street, for so many years occupied 
by the present firm of Little, Brown, 
& Co., succeeding Hilliard, Gray & 
Co., who for more than half a century 
had done a large business In classical 
books, In text books for colleges and 
academies, and in law books. 1 As the 
successors of Hilliard, Gray & Co. the 
house of Little, Brown, & Co. la the 
oldest book nnd publishing house III 
Boston, nnd Is In the second century 
of Its history, Its origin dating back 
to 1871, when Ebenezet- Bnttelle kept 
a bookstore on Marlborough street, 
then that part of Washington street, 
south of School and north of Eliot 
street. 

The firm has long ranked with tlie 
world’s foremost publishers of the 
works of standard authors, nnd books 
of history, biography, travel, descrip¬ 
tion, belles lettres, poetry, domestic 
science, ns well as populnr fiction, 
both adult and juvenile. Perhaps no 
house has Issued more of the works 
of famous American statesmen. Nota¬ 
ble publications Include the works of 
Dnnlet Webster, ‘Francis Pnrknian, 
Cnpt. A. T. Mahan's epoch making 
books on “The Influence of Sea Pow¬ 
er,” the translations of the Polish 
novels of Henryk Slenldewicz and the 
standard library edition of Dumas, 
Dnudet and Hugo, and Bartlett'fi “Fa¬ 
miliar Quotations." 

The firm lias been almost from Its 
beginning a leading publishing firm 
of law books In America, comprising 
In its lists such ruinous authorities as 
Kent, Story and Greenleaf, among the 
early law writers, and a majority of 
the notable and standard legal authors 
of the last quarter of a century.

RIVER TO BE VIEWED. 


With Mayor Hutchinson, City En¬ 
gineer E. H. Rogers anu Sired Com- 
inias.onLr Lhuties U. Ross of this 
city, .Mayor Winner of Waltham, be- 
lecuuen George A. Sweeper, Hiram 
B. .Meyers ana Jostph L. Selle of Wel¬ 
lesley and the oluciala of Wes.on are 
to join iu making an investigation ol 
conditions existing in Charles river, 
which, li is expected, vvll lead to the 
permanent Improvement ot that his¬ 
toric stream, 

The river will be thoroughly in- 
spec.ed fiom Newton Upper Falls to 
the .Moody street bridge In Waltham 
In order to determine where there 
may be iinhealthlul growths as a re¬ 
sult of the low water during tile great¬ 
er part of the past summer. 

By the investigation it will be de¬ 
termined whether the sanitary condi¬ 
tions of the river may be improved by 
a thorough dredging of ihe bed. If 
such work is found to be advisable, 
the Xletrcpoiitan park commission will 
be asked to assist In the dredging. 
Last summer quantities of foreign 
growths that are thought to be detri¬ 
mental to health appeared In the 
river.

OPERATING A PHONOGRAPH. 


One need not be afraid of operat¬ 
ing a machine too constancy, as 
.here Is little danger ot wearing It 
out; and the motor will give betler 
seivlce when used frequently than 
.vhen allowed to slund unused. In 
all cases, avoid winding the spring 
tco tightly; stop when it offers 
ttirns resistance. In many cases, It 
Is specifically stated that the needles 
should not he used more than once, 
nd these directions should lie obser¬ 
ved; rot to follow them means nl- 
mcsi cerlaln damage to tbe records 
The machine should be kept well 
oiled; o herwise its motion will be¬ 
anie sluggish. Sewing-machine oil 
may be used lor that purpose. The 
records should be kept free from 
lust, as dirt clogs the sound-wave 
grooves and tends to give a scratchy 
sound to the reproduction. A good 
ecord-cleaner may he made by gl ti¬ 
ng a small piece of velvet carpet to 
*. wooden block. Such a cleaner al- 
vays should be used on dusly rec- 
rds before they' are placed on the 
Hat bine.—Suburban Life for Novem-

Sweet- 
eart,” which scored so signally, that 
he repealed It. After the concert, 
■he was duly presented to the mon- 
rcb, who, In complimenting her, 
poke In a particularly enthusiastic 
manner of the popular number she 
had rendered. 

Thus, perhaps, for the first time in 
‘’e history of songs, an American 
-omposltlon was endorsed by royalty.

POLITICAL COMMENT. 


Voters who feel only a passing In¬ 
terest In the fortunes of the republi¬ 
can state ticket this year because 
they regard It as certain that the fig¬ 
ures on the morning after election 
day will tell the same old satisfac¬ 
tory story, should remember the Im¬ 
portant fact so often repeated and 
never fully appreciated, that every 
vote counts. The republicans of Bos¬ 
ton failed by just four votes to elect 
a republican congressman In the 10th 
district last fall and hundreds of re¬ 
publicans afterwards said that If they 
thought the party candidate had any 
chance they would have voted.

A charter objection, the first in 
many years, and the ruling on it bj 
President Weston, were tne special 
features of the meeting of the aider- 
men last Monday evening. 

\V hat promised to be a dull and 
routine session, suddenly developed 
Into one of intense interest. The 
cause of the discussion was the pres¬ 
entation of an order from the Finance 
committee for the aceptance of the 
act authorizing pensions for police 
officers, and the refusal of the board 
to lay the matter over for two weeks 
at the request of Alderman Doherty 
for more time to consider the matter. 
Alderman Doherty then Interposed a 
charter objection to further consider¬ 
ation at that meeting and to the 
amazement of eveiyone, It was 
promptly ruled out of order by Presi¬ 
dent Weston, who took the ground 
that as the matter had been before 
the bonrd at a previous session In the 
form of a petition, a charter objection 
would not npply. The order was then 
adopted. After the session several 
members of the board raised the ques¬ 
tion as to the validity of the ruling 
of the chair and notice of reconsidera¬ 
tion of the vote has been filed with 
the City Clerk. 

Aldermen Avery, Burr, Cabot, 
Clarke, Day, Doherty, Gray, Jones, 
Leonard. Lyons, .Miller, Moore, Palm¬ 
er, Underwood, White and Williamson 
were present when President Weston 
called to order. No one appeared at 
hearings on petitions of the Telephone 
Co. for attachments on Langley road, 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
for attachments on Washington street 
and of the Edison Co. for underground 
conduits on Boylston street and the 
last two were subsequently ordered 
granted. 

Venires were received for ten jur¬ 
ors for the Cambridge Superior Court 
on Nov. 3 and for four Jurors for Nov. 
8th. Alderman Doherty drew the 
names of S. L. Durgln, Arlington 
street, W. H. Chappie, Hillside road, 
James K. Hemphill, Boylston street, 
Richard C. Jacobs, Auburndale ave¬ 
nue, Elmer E. B. Johnson, Central 
street, Reginald W. P. Brown, Walnut 
street, Francis A. Skelton, Chestnut 
street, Charles N. Fitts, Bellevue 
street, William H. S. Pearce, Newton¬ 
vllle avenue and Paul Gaudet, Rustic 
street. Alderman Moore drew the 
names of Edward D. Van Tassel, New- 
tonville avenue. Nelson G. Cooley, 
Central street, Robert O. Brigham, 
Pine Ridge road and Alfred W. Small, 
Lake avenue. 

The mayor submitted his estimates 
of receipts and expenditures for 1910, 
the budget amounting to $1,258,175.23, 
an Increase of $12,692.33 over the pres¬ 
ent year. 

The Invitation of the Edison Elec¬ 
tric Co. to visit their plant was ac¬ 
cepted and Aldermen Underwood. 
Clarke and Gray appointed a commit¬ 
tee to arrange details. 

Petitions of Albert H. Waltt for 
auctioneer license, and of J. \V. Crow¬ 
ell for license for 4 public taxi cabs 
were granted. Hearings were ordered 
on petitions of F. W. Retnick to keep 
gasolene on Exeter street, of the Tele¬ 
phone Co. for poles on Hillside road, 
attachments on Clinton street and 
Linwood avenue, and of the Edison 
Co. for poles on Brookslde avenue and 
for atiachments on Parsons 3treet, 
Brookslde avenue, Islington road and 
Homer street. 

Petitions were received from G. K. 
Stacy et al firemen for Increase In 
pay, Lemuel Van Wart for Common 
Victualler license, 833 Washington 
street. F. G. Marsh for sewer In Chest¬ 
nut street, G. M. Winslow of l.aseli 


to place wires underground across 
Woodland road, Lake avenue, Myrtle 
avenue and Seminary avenue, front 
Henry Paul for damages caused by 
drain, W. E. Hickey for wagon license 
and from W. W. Becket et al for side¬ 
walks and street lights on Morton 
street. 

On recommendation of committees, 
a grant of $9,128 was made for city 
expenses to Nov. 15, the pool room 
license of W. Q. Gulliver transferred 
to 791 Washington street, Common 
Victualler license granted to Louis B. 
Cazala at 315 Centre street, permits 
to conduct dancing parties granted In 
Lincoln hall to T, J. F. Phillips on 
Wednesday nights and to J. E. Ander¬ 
son on Saturday nights to 11.30 
o’clock, water mains were authorized 
In -Bristol road and Gilbert street, the 
City Clerk authorized to contract for 
printing city reports for 1909, the 
Mayor granted authority to sell cer¬ 
tain unused land owned by the city, 
the Telephone Co. granted a pole lo¬ 
cation In St. James street, and a heal¬ 
ing ordered for Nov, 8 on laying a 
sewer In Woodbine terrace. 

Orders were also adopted calling 
the city election for Dec. 7, granting 
the Gns Light Co. permission to open 
Dartmouth street and Cherry street 
and settling claim of W. C. McIntosh 
for $300. 

When the order accepting the po¬ 
lice pension act was presented, Al¬ 
derman Doherty asked for Informa¬ 
tion and Alderman Day said that the 
convincing arguments advanced by 
the petitioners had caused the com¬ 
mittee to favor It. The law has re¬ 
cently been changed and is now satis¬ 
factory to all concerned. The chief 
argument In favor Is the better serv¬ 
ice to be obtained If the men were as¬ 
sured of a pension and from the bet¬ 
ter class of applicants for the police 
service. It was also only just to our 
force to place them on the same basis 
as the 14 other cities which had adopt¬ 
ed the act. 

Questions of Alderman Doherty 
were finally answered by Chief Mitch¬ 
ell, who said that under this act, offi¬ 
cers could be pensioned without their 
consent; that there wbb no one at 
present who was not able and willing 
to work for full pay; and that he had 
not heard of any opposition to the 
pension plan from any member of the 
department. 

Alderman Doherty said that he had 
been Informed that there was some 
opposition to the act from the officers 
themselves and asked that the matter 
be laid over until the next meeting. 
The motion was declared lost by the 
chair, whereupon Alderman Doherty 
Interposed a charter objection, which 
was overruled as above stated. 

The board adjourned at 9.20.

INTERURBAN RAILWAY FARES. 

The Hartford & Springfield Street 
Railway Is the latest lo Illustrate a 
tendency of the times by voting, at 
the nnnunl meeting of lis stockhold¬ 
ers In Hartford recently, to advance 
lls unit of fare from five lo six cents. 
This charge will take efTect nt Die 
beginning of the coming month, but 
will be operative'only In Connecticut, 
where Its owned lines are located. 
The Massachusetts end of the road 
Is operated through trackage rights 
over lines of the Springfield company. 
The explanation given, with much de¬ 
tail by the directors, appears to be a 
lua.’lfication of the course decided up¬ 
on. The company has about forty-five 
miles of track and It Is said to have 
been honestly capitalized and honest¬ 
ly operated. The road runs on both 
banks of the river and operates two 
Important branches. 

The east-side and the west-side 
lines show a Bmall profit per mile for 
every car run; but this Is more than 
offset by (he losses on the branches. 
The only dividend on the common 
stock was one of two per cent six 
years ago, and no dividend has been 
earned or paid on the preferred slock 
for the last two years. For the year 
ending June 30, 1908, the company 
had a little over $1800 to apply to 
dividends and surplus, after paying 
operating expenses, taxes and inter¬ 
est on bonds. . On the same date thin 
year there was a deficit or $257 and 
If due allowance had been made for 
depreciation that deficit would have 
been considerably larger. 

ft Is plausibly contended that there 
Is a general need for readjustment of 
fares on interurban or long-distance 
lines. The city railways have an off¬ 
set in the natural growth in popula¬ 
tion, which benefits to a much small 
er extent the long-distance roads. Fo; 
the past two or three years. It is 
claimed, “every street railway In New 
England has been laboring under very 
adverse circumstances due to the rap¬ 
idly increasing cost of operation.” 
This Increase Includes the wages of 
employees, and the cost of fuel, oils 
and all other commodities that entei 
Into the service. Certainly the situa¬ 
tion there Is by no means unique. The 
example has been set by a number 
of long-distance lines—fourteen o' 
them In Massachusetts. The public 
would doubtless prefer to pay the In¬ 
creased fare rather than submit to ar 
Impairment of the service. It has 
come to look upon high prices as o 
matter of course, but quickly resents 
deprivation of privileges that It has 
once enjoyed.

General reception rooms and desk 
on the main floor, as you enter. 

On either side of the central lobby- 
arc placed billiard and pool tables, and 
at ihe extreme rigiiL hand end of tne 
front is a large library' and reading 
room. On either side of the entrance 
doorway are two cozy alcoves. Gen¬ 
erous s.alrrases lead lip on either side 
to the second tloor, where are located 
the Director's loom, Ladles' parlor, 
with clonk icoin, and a hall for lec- 
tuios nnd small banquets. This hall 
has udjncom 10 It, ample kitchens and 
serving rooms with a service stair¬ 
case mid lilt to u renr entrance. The 
balance of the front portion of the 
building Is occupied by six class 
looms. On the main floor occupying 
the left hand side of the building, is 
n boy's suite. In front a large read¬ 
ing loom (or the. larger boys; turilui 
back, a leading and game room for 
Ihe younger boys, wilh the desk oi 
their especial secretary adjacent lo 
this. The boys have a side entrance 
of tkelr own. 

The Physical Department of the 
v.o.k has been made prominent as In 
meat of tne recent Association build¬ 
ings. The Physical Director’s office Is 
on the main floor just back of the 
main desk, and next to the general 
secretary's office. The Gymnasium Is 
on the main floor and has n door open¬ 
ing directly from the central lobby,, 
so thut It con be used on special oc¬ 
casions for lectures or large banquets. 
A serving room is provided adjacent 
to the Gymnasium and connected to 
the service entrance ami Ihe kitchen 
on the second floor by a lift and 
stairs. A small visitors’ gallery Is 
placed a few steps above the level of 
the Gymnasium floor, so near to the 
desk that It may he under control. 
Stairs from the smnll gallery lead up 
lo the larger visitors’ gallery on the 
level with the second floor and just 
above the level of a tunning track 
gallery, whirl) mny be used for spec¬ 
tators’ nt basket-ball games nnd ath¬ 
letic meets. Open air hand hall courts 
are placed on a renr roof at level of 
running truck gallery. Great core has 
iicett taken to provide ample locker 
faclIltUs. Hie younger hoys It ve 
their locker room and baths on the 
main floor adjacent to tho office of 
the boys’ secretary, nnd entered front 
the younger boys' amusement room. 
A special staircase gives them access 
to flic swimming pool In the basement. 
The larger hoys’ locker room Is ad- 
Ja<ciil lo their atrlrcnae and Is placed 
beneath the centre) lobby, and under 
the Immediate supervision of the nt- 
leiulanf’s office in Ihe basement. The 
buniress men’s locker room lias con¬ 
necting a rest room and contiiirs In 
iddltion to commodious lockets. « 
mimher of dressing room lockers nnd 
a shower hath. The bathing facilities 
com prise shower baths, steam baths 
nnd drying rooms, nntssuge rooms and 
swimming pool, 25x00. The light 
court over the swimming pool, has 
balconies from which the public may 
view aquatic sports. The bowling al¬ 
leys are placed on tho left bund side 
o< the basement, accessible hy a Bpe- 
clnl staircase near the desk on first 
floor. Next the alleys are placed a 
locker room for bowlers, with shower 
buths und access to the swimming 
pool. A series of dressing rooms for 
visiting teumB are provided In this 
locker room. These would also an- 
wer for dressing rooms for any of 
•> general public who might wish to 
tho swimming pool Independent 
'o Gymnasium. A recreation room 
'uiu’h counter tire located In the 
front left hand corner of the building 
accessible front Ihe bawling alleys or 
from the basement staircase. 

The left hand wing of the second 
slory and tho entire third story of 
tho main building, are devoted to dor¬ 
mitories for young men; forty-six 
rooms are provided. It bus been the 
general experience of Associations 
that such rooms uro one of the best 
ways of raising revenue us woll as of 
reaching young men
